that this act shall not be so construed as to extend the
time for the payment of state taxes.

SectioN 2. The treasurer of said city shall have the
same power and authority to collect the taxes contain-
ed in said city tax-roll, after as before such extension
of time for the collection of said taxes; and the return
of the city treasurer to the county treasurer, within the
time limited for the collection of taxes by this act, shall
be as valid as if made pursuant to the direction of the
original warrant.

SectioN 8. This actshall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 6.
[ Published February 18, 1863.]

AN ACT to provide for the disbursement of moneys levied and
collected by the board of supervisors of Milwaukee county, for
supporting families of volunteers.

The - people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows : .

Secrion 1. The county board of supervisors of
Milwaukee county, shall have power to provide for the
support of families of drafted persons, out of the
moneys which have been levied and collected by said
county board, or may hereafter be levied and collected
for the support of families of volunteers, in the same
manner as said board now is authorized to disburse said
moneys so collected for providing for supporting fam-
ilies of volunteers in the military service of the United
States or of this state.

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
